WHAT “PIRACY” 
MEANS. 


Local Jurisdiction. 
Problems. 


“HUNG AT THE YARD ARM.”

.The very knotty problem of 
what conatitutes piracy on the 
high seas, and under what juris- 
diction it comes, particularly in 
Lritish Cclonies, was the subject 


of a prolonged legal discussion at} 


the Assizea this morning. : 

The case is the one in which 
twelve men are arraigned before 
the Acting Chief Justice (Mr. 
J. R. Wood), on thred charges of 
piracy or attemped piracy of a 
Hong Kong cargo junk, off Pedro 
Blanco, on January 4 last. 

The discussion was initiated by 
Mr. Hin-shing Lo, counsel for the 
defence, who intervened before 
pleading, asking that all three in- 
dictments, . and particularly the 
third, “that .they attacked the 
junk with intent to steal it,” be 
quashed. : , 

His Lordship thereupon direct- 
ed the assembled jurors to return 
in the afternoon, Mr. Lo going on 
with his legal argument. 

“Unwarranted” Counts. 


Mr. Lo submitted that tho 
whole of the counts, were unwar- 
ranted and unprecedented, either 
by Statutory Law, or by any Law 
of Nations. Many opinions had 

‘ been formed by jurists in the past 
which did not warrant the fram- 
-ing of the present. indictments. 

Piracy, said counsel, was mere- 
ly n sea term for robbery. That 
was. the essential thing. And it 
meant robpery in the ‘sense that 
it must be proved in the same 
‘way as rocbery on land. 

Further (and here counsel quoted, 
various authorities), the crime 
could not be held to be piracy jure 
gentium, unless there were proof ‘of 


——violence, or definite evidence of the }- 


ship attacked being taken away for 
purposes of depredation.. It had 
* been held that “in modern times a 
ease could not be treated as piracy 
unless it were proved that the ship 


control of her lawful owners.” | 


‘Loitering’ at Sea. 

It had been added by the same 

jurist, however, that any man-of- 

~ war would be entitled to treat any 
ship as a pirate if there were 
evidence that it was frequenting 
the seas for the purpose of robbery. 
With this latter portion of the find- 
ing, counsel -was not entirely in 
agreement, 

But even if the man-of-war 6:iz- 
ed auch a ship, as in the 
present case, what law could it 
be charged | under? “There 
is no Jaw, of nations, nor any statute 
to the effect,” counsel declared. 
“Nor can such a ship be charged 
with ‘loitering’ on the high seas in 
the same way that.a charge can be 
brought for ‘loitering’ on land.” 

Mr. Lo contended, therefore, that 
the Crown was obliged to prove that 
part of the finding in which it tvas 
laid down as essential to the case 
that the attacked ship should have 
been seized and robbed.

ONE PERSON DROWNED. 


One life'is believed to have 
been lost.as the result, of the 
wrecking of a local fishing junk 
in Chinese waters. / 

Information of the disaster 
reached Cheung Chau yesterday 
when some of the survivors 
reached there from Macao. 

According to the junk master, 
Kwok Wo-shun (46), his vessel, 
which hore Hong Kong register 
number, 1990, and was of about 
1,800. piculs capacity, was wreck- 
ed about 11 p.m., on Saturday, 

At that time the junk was an- 
.chored off Tam Kon: Kau in Chin- 
ese territory, about 24 hours’ 
sailing from Aberdeen. The 
crew, consisting of 16 men and 
four women, were engaged in fish- 
ing when disaster overtook them. 

A. strong wind arose suddenly, 
accompanied by rough seas and 
heavy rain, The junk was badly 
battered about, soon sprang a 
leak, and began to-ship water 
rapidly. It capsized within a few 
minutes, but before this happen- 
ed the crew succeeded in abandon- 
Ling her and pushed off in two of 
the junk’s small sampans. 

Danger of Sinking. 

‘Their danger, however, was by - 
no means passed ag the sampans 
were helpless against the buffet- 
ing of the heavy sea and was in’ 
constant danger of sinking under 
their loads.- It was only by means 
of incessant bailing out of water . 
that those on board were able to . 
keep the frail little craft afloat. 
_ To add to thelr anxiet -the-two. 
aampans’ were’ Separa 
sight of each other, and those on 
board one boat naturally thought 


that the other had sunk. °

Before the new 
law came into effect, warehouse 
owners could admit as large depo- 
sits of palay as their warchouses 
vould hold, 7 

On the other hand, fleld agents 
of the bureau of commerce and in- 
dustry claim that over production 
cf rice in the Philippines Is held 
tesponsible for the decline of 
trices, ‘They stated that many pro- 
vinces which heretofore never pro- 
duced rice, and had to {mport, are 
now producing rice. They pointed 
to the case of the Cagayan Valley. 
They stated that the three pro- 
vinces composing the valley are 
now producing rice, the change of 
crop belng due to the poor price 
of ‘tobacco, Rice is not only pro-~ 
duced for local consumntion in the 
valley, it.waa stated, hunt it actual- 
ly can afford to export rice, 

Mr. Confesor has given agents 
instruction to complete their re- 
port on ‘the present rice aituation 
in Nueva Ecija by the end of this

GLENAPP IN 
COLLISION. 


Extraordinary Incident 
’ at Shanghai. 


An unusual shipping accident 
occurred at Shanghai when the 
Glenapp and the New York collid~ 
ed in the Astraca Channel, Dam. 
age to the extent of Tls, 100,000 
was done, the latter ship suffer- 
ing most. 

Inward sound with a general 
cargo, the Glenapp, of the Glen 
Line, was coming up the Astraea 
Channel at 1.80 pm., following 
the Rowena, which is under char- 
ter to the Kailam Mining Adminis-~ 
tration. The Glenapp apparently 
was overtuking the Rowena and 
had almost succeeded in doing so 
when the New York, outward 
bound with a cargo of timber, ap- 
proached. 

The Glenapp immediately alter- 
ed course to starboard which 


made it necessary for the Rowena, ' 


between the Glenapp and the 
west bank of the river, to turn to- 
wards the bank. The Rowena 
could not avoid the Astraea Chan. 
nel No. 4 buoy, and hit it, dam- 
aging it badly. 

For some reason or other the 

New York came towards the 
Glenapp, instead of away from it, 
and within a few seconds the 
ships had come into collision, but 
not before the Glenapp had turn- 
ed slightly. 

New York Deranged Badly. 

The New York suffered badly 
through the imonct. There was a 
big gap in the side, part of tha 
deck was stove in, and the fore. 
‘aid immediately commenced to 
flood, so that the ship was very 
soon down by the bow. The 
cargo of -wood was exposed to

That the general blindness has 
now been aileviated is principally 
due to the researches of a Ger- 
man doctor, Max Weihmann. 
This village of the blind had been 
the object of several scientific ins 
yuiries gince it was first recorded 
in 1927, and a renort upon the 
curious affliction of its inhabit- 
ants was issued by a Mexican 
doctor. 

At first it was believed that the 
blindness was.due to an infectious 
disease, or to abuse of methy! 
alcohol. Thero was, however, no 
evidence to support these 
theories. The inhabitants them- 
selves attributed it to the wind. 
tlown pollen of a flower called 
verguenza, whith has the pecu- 
liarity of bloommmg for half a day 


only. 
Infected by Midge. 

The researches of the German 
doctor, however, led to the dix 
covery of several other villages in 
the district in which blindness 
‘was also prevalent, and: to thu 
supposition that it was connected 
in some way with an infectioa 
carried hy a midge. Upon ex- 
amination of ‘the sufferers they 
were found in almost every casa 
‘to have large bumps or. wens on 
their heads, in which the midge 
Jaid its eggs.

Reais Taking 
Shupe. 


A NEW DISPENSATION. 
Reports of  brigandage and 
famine lengthen daily the tate of 
eocial chaos in China, Yet the 
rools of a new dispensation are 
to be found struggling and even 
sprending in this unpromising 
soil. Not-the least remarkable of 
them is the feminist movement. 
Already Chinese women are found 
43 teachers, magistrates, trade 
unica — officials, propagandists, 
‘secretaries, diplomats, doctors and 
actresses. When in thelr scores 
of millions they develop full poll- 
tical consciousness they ‘will be a 
world force, since it seems a cer- 
‘ainty that the Chinese woman, 
venerated as a-mother - and con- 
sulted as a wife, commonsense yet 
emotional, wil} be on the side of 
all movements © tending to inter- 
national pence, writes a correspon- 
went of the Times. 
Yet there can he traced in the 
. bosthity to ‘the Nanking Govern- 
ment, especially’ implied by the 
epithet “Soong cvynasty,” a deep- 
‘rooted prejudice against interfer- 
ence by women in affairs of state. 
This prejudice has been incut- 
cated in the ethies and reinforc- 
ed by the history of the Chinese 
people, Th: name “Soong 
ilynasty’ was given , because 
. Chiang Kai-shek appeared to be 
carrying on the Kuomintang suc- 
cesdion by his marriage with the 
aister of Sun Yat-sen's widow, 
while H. H, Kung, Minister of

as they are, co, benefit only in an 
infinitesimal degree. the millions 
ef Chinao’s ilisterates who conatl- 
tute the wortd’s greatest educa- 
tional problem, 

If Pan Hui pan, who in the first 
centiry A.D--wrote a book entitled 
“Komala Precepts,” returned to 
the world, it would be interesting 
to accompany her on a trip to a 
modern.

In the old code 
of China seven legal reasons for 
divorce are  civen:—Barrenness, 
laseiviousness, joalouay, talkative- 
neva, thiovery, disobedience to her 
hnaband’s parents, and leprosy.

The novice re- 
ceivea a new aame ‘on admission 
to she order, though she ls not ad- 
mitted to ful! orders till she 
reaches the age of 16, These 
women, with their shaven skulls, 
voluminous robes, and thick-soled 
shoes, bear 4 striking resemblance 
to Buddhist monks, the nunneries 
ure under the patronage of Kuan- 
Yin Pusa, the Goddess of Mercy, 
who is generally represented bear- 
ing a child in her arms; 
she is worsnipned by those 
who wish for children. = ‘It 
is a ceurious fact that up 
to the ‘twelfth century Kuan- 
Yin was alwars portrayed as a 
man. The wins are looked on 
with n‘certuin amount of con- 
tempt. Impntations against thelr 
morals are common; while it Js 
maintained that even if they are 
sincere they arc I-pel-tze-Jen—In- 
dividuals of «ne generation who, 
looting only ‘» their own salva- 
tion, neglect the calls of family.

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EMPIRE AIR MAIL. 


PLANS FOR RAPID DAY AND 
HIGHT SERVICE. 

The ideal of a comprehensive net- 
work of airlines, radiating from 
London, and ° eventually lipking 
Englond with India, South Africa, 
and australia with a rapid day 
and night service of alr mails, ie to 
be discussed at one of the most im 
portant official conferences in tho 
history of British civil aviation. 

The scheme has been evolved hy 
the London Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Postmaster-General (Mr. 
Lees Smith) is to receive a deputa- 
tion from the CHamber to discuss 
the project and the poysibilities of 
the Post Office taking the first 
steps towards such a service, Tho 
Under-Secretary of State for Air, 
Mr. F. Montague, and the Deputy 
Director of Civil Aviation, Mr. 
F, G L, Bertram, will be present 

The first steps it is proposed to 
take, .have already been made 
known. They are for aanight air 
mail service between London and 
most of the main capitals of 
Europe within a radius of 1,000 


‘Imiles or ao. The service, it is in- 


tended, will be operated by fast 
non-étop machines, carrying mails 
not only for the chiof. capitals, but 
for intermediate towns. The mails 


for the latter would be dropped]. 


from the aeroplanes by parachutes. 

Colonel the Master of Sempill, 
chairman of the Civil Aviation 
Section of the Chamber cf Com- 
merce, has given an outline of tho 
ambitious proposals which the 
Chamber will put before the Post: 
master-General. 


The Master of Seinpill is one of 
the representatives of thé delega: 
tion, which will be headed by Lord 
Herbert Scott (president of the 
Chamber), and will include Sir

Night 
flying will not only be ‘a great help 
to business men, but will ulso assist 
the whole of the aircraft industry. 

“Our plans are much wider and 
more ambitlous than mere provid: 
ing links with the European capi

“We want to progress on to night 
flying along the present Indian air 
‘route,’ which would enable letters 
from England to delivered in 
Indla within 84 days or so. Thia 
would be half the time ‘that tho 
present . daytime service | takes, 
From that we would progress fur- 
ther ‘until we had Hnked the wholo 
Empire, to Britain. with services of 
24-hours-a-day flying, first con: 
centrating on Africa and the Anti 
podes. 


Benellt to Industry. 
“Chambera of Commerce 
throughout the Empire have writ- 
ten to us with requests for con 
sidering these non-stop mail ser- 


vices, which everyone agrees would | 


be of the utmost importance not 
only in the business world, but’ to 
Empire aviation generally.” 


The official staterhent of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce on theiz 
European plans is:— 

“A number of terminal points on 
the Continent about “1,000 miles 
distant from, London’ such as Oslo, 
Stockholm, ‘Warsaw, Budapest,
